Miss La Mothe informed Prosecuting 
Attorney Bruere June 12 that Matthews 
had kept his saloon open the Sunday be- 
fore, and offered the names of 23 men 
as witnesses. Bruere, supposing the men 
were co-operating in-.the anti-saloon 
movement, issued warrants and had the 
23 men summoned. f 


Takes Change of Venue. 

The accused saloon keeper took a 
change of venue from Justice Cottle’s 
court at West Alton to Justice Brown 
at Wentzville. The prosecution took a 
dozen of the witnesses at the county’s 
expense. The defense took no witnesses.

the window. — : 

On July 20 Robert, Kenney, .with his 
sister, Ollie, and his brother, Peter, 
drove to the Woodmen’s. picnic at 
Jamestown. The father remained at 
home. The horse that Robert. drove 
that. day was the one over which he 
and his father had quarreled. 


- From Picnic to Kill Father. 

Robert left his brother and sister 
shortly after they reached the picnic 
grounds. He went to a livery stable in 
Jamestown and rented a buggy and 
team, explaining that he would need 
them for several hours. He went to a 
hardware store and purchased a box 
of cartridges. Then he drove out of 
town, taking the road that led in the 
direction of the Kenney farm. 

The shot that killed Coleman Kenney 
was heard by a neighbor, who attrib- 
uted it to a hunter and paid no further 
attention to it. He saw a buggy driven 
rapidly away from the Kenney farm, 
but he did not recognize the driver. 

Young Kenney returned to the picnic 
grounds and rejoined his brother and 
sister. They remained there until dusk, 
when they drove home. 

When they entered the house they 
found their father lifeless in the chair 
beside the window.

Says Union Electric Rates Are | 


Low, but Refuses to 
Discuss Details. 





John I. Beggs, who probably will be 
elected to succeed W. V. N. Powelson 
as president of the Union Electric Light 
and Power Co., gave out an interview 
to the St. Louis morning newspapers of 


Tuesday in which he insisted that the 
November schedule of electric light and 
power rates was the lowest and most 
equitable that St. Loulfs has ever had. 

When seen by a Post-Dispatch report- 
er at his hotel later Mr. Beggs said that 
he was too busy to enter into a detailed 
discussion of the rate question. He said 
in his interview that he was in favor of 
a commission to investigate the rates of 
public service corporations, but pre- 
ferred to have the commission created 
by the State Legislature rather than by 
the Municipal Assembly of St. Louis. 

Mr. Beggs stated that he expected to 
come to St. Louis to live as soon as the 
residence of his daughter, Mrs. Grace 
McCulloch, in Washington Terrace, is 
completed, 

Higher Rate Not Wanted. 

"The new schedule of rates,’’ said 
Mr. Beggs, ‘‘was not formulated to in- 
crease the company’s annual revenue. 
The object which we had in view, and 
which we shall enforce now and here- 
after, is the standardization of the rates 
on an equitable basis. 

“Our present schedule has done away 
with most of the special rates, or re- 
pates, but unfortunately not all of them. 
Some of the old contracts had renewal 
clauses, and we have been compelled 
legally, against our desire, to abide by 
this provision. Much of this bellowing 
about rate increases emanates from 
those who have been hit by our reform 
mothods., 

“We are opposed as a matter of 
policy founded ¢a principle, to special 
rates and rebates. I wish the State 
Legislature would pass a law to im- 
pose a $29,000, » fine, like that upon the 
Standard Oil. for electric light and 
power rebates. 

Bills Voluntarily Reduced. 

“After the North American took con- 
trol of Union Electric thousands of con- 
sumers receivéd a voluntary reduction 
of 60 per cent in their rates. We found 
that many consumers were paying 2% 


cents a kilowatt hour and many 20 and 
146 cents. We immediately notified them 


that their rates wo..i be reduced to 12 
cents. The rates were not requested of 
us, but were m ‘> voluntarily. 

“The new schedule put into effect last 
November contemplated the cessation of 
special rates and rebates and a general 
reduction and egulization of rates. The 
rates of favored companies and indi- 
viduals were advanced, as they should 
be, but the rates for the general mass 
of consumers were decreased. 

“It is impossible to eliminate classes 
in a schedule. The principle which we 
apply, and which we shall continue to 
apply, is that every consumer in each 
Class should pay the same rate. 

“I am in favor of rate regulation, pro- 
vided there also is protection, both for 
the companies and the public,

“It seems to me, however, that the 
Public Utilities Commission should be 
organized under a State, rather than a 
municipal law, to free it from the in- 
fluence of local sentiment. It should be 
Such a commission as New York, Mass- 
achusetts or Winconsin has.

Metcalfe did not recognize either of 
his assailants, but says he can identify 
them if he sees them again.

Report of Board to Be Incor- 
porated in Message to 
Congress.

OYSTER BAY, Aug. 11.—President 
Roosevelt has requested five agricultural 
experts to make an investigation of 
farm life and report to him with rec- 
ommendations for improvements, which 
he will incorporate in a message to the 
next Congress. The commission is com- 
posed of Prof. L. H. Bailey of the 
New York College of Agriculture, Henry 
Wallace of Wallace’s Farmer, Des 
Moines, Io.; President Kenyon I. But- 
terfield of the Massachusetts Agricul- 
tural College, Gifford Pinchot of the 
United States Forest Reserve, and Wal- 
ter H. Page, editor of the World’s Work, 
New York. 


Roosevelt Outlines Views. 
In a letter to Prof. Bailey asking him 


to accept the chairmanship of the com- 
mission the President outlines his de- 
sires in the direction of improvements 
on the farms as follows: 

“No nation has ever achieved perma- 
nent greatness unless this greatness 
was based on the well-being of the 
great farmer class, for it is upon their 
welfare that the welfare of the rest of 
the nation rests. 

‘‘While I believe ft to be true that the 
farmers in general are better off today 
than they ever were before, it is equally 
true that the social and economic insti- 
tutions of the open country are not 
keeping pace with the development of 
the nation as a whole. 

“In portions of the South, where the 
Department of Agriculture is directly 
instructing more than thirty thousand 
farmers in better methods of farming, 
there is nevertheless muah needless loss 
of efficiency on the farm. ‘ 

“The farmer must, first of all, grow 
good crops in order to support himself 
and his family. But when this has been 
secured, the effort for better farming 
should cease to stand alone, and should 
be accompanied by the effort for better 
business and better living on the farm. 


For the Good Kind of Life. 
“Agriculture is not the whole of coun- 


try Hfe. The great rural interests are 
human interests, and good crops are of 
little value to the farmer unless they 
open the door to a good kind of life on 
the farm. 

“How can the life of a farm family be 
less solitary, fuller of opportunity, freer 
from drudgery, more comfortable, hap- 
pier and more attractive? 

“How can life on the farm be kept on 
the highest level, and be so improved, 
dignified and brightened as to awaken 
and keep alive the pride and Joyalty of 
the farmer’s boys and girls? 

“How can a compelling desire to live 
on the farm be aroused fn the children 
that are born on the farm? 

“‘We hope ultimately te double the av- 
erage yield of wheat and corn per acre: 
it would be a great achievement; but it 
ls even more important to double the 
desirability, comfort and standing of the 
farmer’s life. 


- Plans Message to . Congress. 
I am, therefore, anxious to bring be- 


fore the people of the United States the 
question of securing better business and 
better living on the farm, whether by 
co-operation between farmers for buy- 
ing, selling and borrowing, or by 
prompting social advantages and oppor- 
tunities in the country, or,yby any other 
legitimate means that will help make 
country life more gainful, more attract- 
ive, and fuller of opportunities, pleasures 
and rewards for the men, women and 
children of the farms. 

“My immediate purpose in appointing 
this committee is to secure from it such 
information as hs enable me te make 
recommendations 40 Congress upon this 
extremely important matter. 

“I shall be glad if the committee will 
report upon the present conditions of 
country life, upon what means are now 
available for supplying the deficiencies 
which exist, and upon the best methods 
of organized, permanent effort in in- 
vestigation and actual work along the 
lines I have indicated. You will doubt- 
less also find it necessary ™@ suggest 
means for bringing about the redirec- 
tion or better adaptation of rural schools 
to the training of children for life on 
the farm. 

“In view of the preesing importance of 
this subject, I should be glad to have 
your report before the end of next De- 
cember, For that reason the commission 
will doubtless find it impracticable to 
undertake extensive investigations, but 
will rather confine itself to a summary 
of what is already known, a statement 
of problem and the recommendations of 
measures tending toward its solution.”

The assault on Albert Metcalfe, the Post-Dis 
patch reporter, whose reports of lawless and 
vicious conditions in St. Louis County have 
angered the lawbreakers, is a warning to the 
people of the county of the consequences of law- 
lessness. One kind of lawlessness begets an- 
other. If men are permitted “to violate one 
get of laws and defy the authorities they will 
eventually conclude that all laws may be broken 
and any crime committed with impunity... The 
people of St. Louis County are thfeatened 
through the habitual breaking of the dramshop 
laws, and its accompaniment of vice and dis- 
order, with a reign of lawlessness which will 
make life and property unsafe. 

That the assault on Mr. Metcalfe did not result 
more seriously was not due to the lack of in- 
tent on the part of the thugs who attacked him 
to do him injury. Murder might have resulted. 
If the perpetrators of this crime are not pun- 
ished violence will be encouraged and the law- 
breakers will override all law and authority. 
When the lawless elements get the upper hand 
no honest citizen is safe. 

The citizens of the county should come to an 
instant realization of their danger and compel 
the punishment of all lawbreakers and the en- 
forcement of all laws.

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PASS THE NEW UTILITIES BILL. 

The new public utilities bill, conforming to the 
provisions of the first measure with the excep- 
tion that no salaries are provided for the com- 
missioners, is unobjectionable, and the Municipal 
‘Assembly will do well to hasten its enactment 
into law. 

The no-salary feature commends itself to the 
best public opinion. There can be no doubt. that 
good men can be secured to serve for the com- 
mon welfare on commissions of this character. 
Buch positions appeal to disinterested citizenship 
of the highest type, and no citizen worthy the 
mame could decline the service of the public in 
guch a capacity. The no-salary feature removes 
the positions from the status of plums that tempt 
the mere job-seeker, while on the other hand it 
should be possible to guard against the appoint- 
ment of men whose motives might be ques- 
tioned. 

St. Louis is literally in a hurry for a public 
utilities commission, before whom the facts bear- 
ing on the regulation of public service charges 
can be laid. It is 15 months since the enabling 
act was passed by the State Legislature giving 
cities the right to protect themselves against ex- 
cessive utility rates. Kansas City has had its 
comm.fsion for many months. St. Louis has been 
slow to act upon o great opportunity in the 
people’s behalf. ‘ 

If the Council has been considering this matter 
in good faith it will pass a good bill at once by 
the requisite two-thirds majority.

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GIVING AWAY HER BABY. 

What wil! men say to a male creature’s com- 
pelling his young wife to part with their oft- 
spring under a threat of deserting her? More 
important still, what will womankind say to a 
mother’s consenting to give away the baby at 
her breast in order to keep the baby’s father? 

The instance revealed in the Polish family in 
St. Louis has few parallels in all nature—the 
mother instinct commonly typified in the she- 
wolf that will fight to death for her young is a 
nearly invariable rule of life among the lower 
animals; while in the human species the stead- 
fastness of mother love is at once the veriest 
commonplace of experience and the highest of 
high ideals.

The members of the City Council who, under 
the leadership of Councilman Fitzsimmons, op- 
posed the attempted “hold up” of the city on 
the German printing contract by the German 
newspaper combine, have won @ substantial vic- 
tory. The bid of the combine has been reduced 
from 7 to 5 cents.a line. This is not only a re- 
duction of 2 cents in this year’s extortionate bid, 
but is a reduction of three-quarters of a cent 
from the contract price of last year. The bid 
is still 21-4 cents higher than the price paid for 
the city’s English printing, but the reduction rep- 
resents a saving of over $7000 to the city. The 
German newspaper plunderbund has not been 
destroyed, but its claws have been clipped. 

The Council fight for a lower rate was based 


1}upon the Post-Dispatch’s exposure of the “grab” 


in the Anzeiget’s bid of “7 cents and of the ex- 
istence of a combine of German newspapers to 
plunder the city. The Post-Dispatch pointed out 
the great increase in the rate for German print- 
ing, after the consolidation of the Westliche 
Post and the Anzeiger, and the extortionate na- 
ture of the 7-cent bid. It showed not only that 
the bid was in excess of previous rates for sim- 
ilar work and far if excess of the rate asked by 
English newspapers for English printing, but 
that it was more than twice the rate asked for 
commercial advertising by the Anzeiger. The 
facts published by the Post-Dispatch were an 
overwhelming indictment of the Plunderbund 
After the rejection of two bids of 7 cents the 
Anzeiger retired from the bidding and the West- 
liche Post reduced the bid to 5 cents. The mem- 
bers of the Council who stood together in forcing 
the reduction were Messrs, Fitzsimmons, Crun- 
den, Norvell, Lambert and O’Brien. 

But in addition to the Post-Dispatch’s proof of 
combine extortion in the 7-cent bid, it showed 
conclusively that the city printing in German 
newspapers represents, at any price, a waste of 
public funds. The circulation of the German 
newspapers is now so limited by reason of the 
very small percentage of the German-American 
population which cannot and does not read the 
‘English newspapers that German city printing 
is an absurd anachronism. Not only ought the 
Plunderbund to be smashed, but the power given 
it by the charter to make a useless profit should 
be wiped out.

CHILDREN LEADING A GREAT WORK. 

The grown people of St. Louis have something 
to learn from the children in good works. It is 
the children who are doing the best work for the 
Post-Dispatch Free Ice and Pure Milk fund.

Children in all parts of St. Louis are display- 
ing much ardor and energy for this great cause. 
Every day come the proceeds of entertainments, 
juvenile theatricals, and “earned” money from 
individual labors of love of various sorts. 

The work this summer has been as conspicuous 
for the contributions of children as it has been 
for the lack of large contributions by grown per- 
sons. Cannot this lack be remedied? Will not 
the grown-ups be admonished to generosity and 
charity by the children’s example? Will they be 
led by a little child? 

The work is kept alive by the affectionate 
and spirited endeavors of childhood, but it sorely 
needs more substantial donations. The lives 
and health of little children cry out an appeal 
to a larger charity.

History of The Guillotine. 
To the E.litor of the Post-lispateh, 
In your issue of even date is an article on “Curious 
Executions in the Southwest,” which says: ‘In 


France the guillotine was, in the beginning, regarded 
a merciful means of killing a man, and was de- 
vised with that end in mind, by Dr. Guillotin, the 
inventor.’ The facts are as follows: (1) Beheading 
machines were used In the Middle Ages. By means 
of the ‘‘manuaja’’ Beatrice Cenci was beheaded at 
Rome in 1605. The “maiden,” an instrument resem- 
bling the guillotine, was long known in Scotland, and 
in the reign of Elisabeth it was used in Halifax and 
in Yorkshire. (2) Dr. Joseph Ignatius Guillotin was 
a deputy tor Paris in the Constituent Assembly. In 
1789 he prepared the draft for a law to the effect that 
the mode of inflicting death on criminals should be 
the same for all alike, without any distinction of 
nobles or plebefans. The bill proposed hy Dr. Guil- 
lotin was voted and the Assembly enacted, Jan. 21, 
1790, that “the criminal should be beheaded by a 
simple machine.” In October, 1791, the same Assem- 
bly voted that “the penalty of death shall consist in 
the simple taking away of life without the accom- 
paniment of any sort whatever of torture; and the 
convict so condemned shail be beheaded.” (8) Hav- 
ing decided on decapitation, the Committee of Legis- 
lation directed to D. Louts,.the perpetual secretary of 
the Academy of Surgery, to report the best method of 
decapitation. He suggested a plan On which the in- 
strument should be made, and he was empowered to 
have on constructed. A German named Schmitt was 
employed for the purpose. On April 19, 1792, Louls in- 
formed Roland, Minister of the Interior, that experi- 
ments had been made with Schmitt's machine on 
three dead bodies, and that “the heads were cut of 
with such precision that he was astonished at the 
strength and celerity of its action.”” The instrument 
was first used on May 27, 1792, to execute a highway 
robber. The first political execution was that of 
Collenct d’Angiemont, on Aug. 21, 1792. (@ The be-
